Dream Park Burns Down 



For the past eighteen months 
Vacaville was raising money for a 
new playground to be built. Hav- 
ing raised the necessary $ 1 00,000, 
they started building the "Help 
Build a Dream New Wonders 
Playground" on Wednesday, Oc- 
tober 1, 1993, and finished it on 

Sunday, October 24. 

This wasn’t a construction 
company hired by the city to re- 
build Old Andrews Park. This 
project was so well organized that 
anybody could help build. If one 
was over six years old, there was 
something for him to do. Help 
was needed in all areas. Baby- 
sitters were also called upon to 
help move the project along faster. 
Businesses all over Vacaville do- 
nated time, money, and goods. 
Restaurants donated food, PG&E 
donated energy, and Burger King 
donated a “Whopper Hopper,” 
which was a large, air-inflated 
Whopper that kids could jump 
around in. The community all 
gathered together to create this 
Kaven for the kids. 

The finished product was beau- 
tiful:* The towers overlooked the 
whole park. The dragon guarded 
the gate, and the place was filled 
with the sounds of kids having 
fun. Then, a few thoughtless kids 
thought playing with fire would 
be fun, and the park was gone. In 



a sense they burned all of Vaca- 
ville. The community had all 
come together to build this dream 
and it was gone in a shameful 
instant. The city thought they 
could rebuild the park within the 
month. The insurance would pay 
all but the first $23,000. Leaders 
of the new park believe they would 
have twice the volunteers and 
hopefully more businesses donat- 
ing food to feed the masses. The 
park began to be rebuilt in the first 
of December. 

Rebuilding the Dream 

The community bonded to- 
gether and raised enough money 
to rebuild “The Dream.” Flyers 
around Vacaville portrayed a 
phoenix rising again out of the fire 
and the park has done just that. 
Within a month, people have re- 
organized the project and proved 
to all that Vacaville wanted this 
park, needed this park, and 
wouldn't tolerate it being de- 
stroyed. 

December 1 , 1 993 was the first 
day of the Rebuild the "Great 
Wonders Playground." People 
prepared for days to get the park 
area ready for the volunteers to 
work. Fables were set back up for 
the mob of hungry workers that 
were going to receive a free dinner 



when their workshift ended. Busi- 
nesses such as Subway and Stir 
Fry contributed to the food sup- 
ply that volunteers prepared to 
wolf down. 

Although December 1st was a 
cloudy day, plenty of volunteers 
showed up. The first day of the 
original construction they had 
been drilling holes and setting a 
few posts in. This time they were 
ahead of schedule. The posts were 
all set in, and a few of the fences 
were set up. This time children 
five and over were allowed to work, 
different from the age minimum 
last time of six. Some of the 
parents remarked on how they 
would have dealt with the chil- 
dren who set the fire, but the 
overall atmosphere was positively 
directed towards the task at hand. 

In the days that followed people 
hurried to complete the park. The 
park looks identical to its prede- 
cessor. Phis time instead of soak- 
ing the wood in linseed oil, which 
dries slowly, it was varnished with

Fleming and Police Chief Lee 
Dean were invited to Washing- 
ton D.C. to meet with Vice Presi- 
dent Al Gore to discuss crime. 
Along with them were Congress- 
men Dan Hamburg, Vic Fazio 
and Fairfield attorney Dennis 
Honeychurch. On the agenda 
were discussions about teen 
crime prevention. Fleming 
pointed out to the Vice Presi- 
dent that the massive crime ini- 
tiative should focus on diverting 
teens from crime to positive 
project such as “Build a Dream.” 
D.A. David Paulson also dis- 
closed the fact that Vacaville’s 
Counter Force Program and 
Vallejo’s Early Offender Pro- 
gram had a 95% success rate. 
These programs focus on posi- 
tive reinforcement un like 
Clinton’s suggested boot camps. 

WalMart 

Robbed 

A violent car-jacking on Sep- 
tember 20, 1 993, led to the later 
robbing of WalMart. A little 
before 10 PM the perpetrators 
tried to stop a woman driving a 
Chevy Citation near a fast food 
restaurant. When she wouldn’t 
stop, they shot at the car hitting 
the windshield by the rear view 
mirror, then bound and gagged 
her. They drove to the lot of a 
North Fairfield business and 
apparently picked up at least 
one other on the way. The sus- 
pects scoped out WalMart and 
decided to enter through the 
sporting goods section. I hey 
encountered a maintenance 
worker, and she alerted others a 
man with a gun was in the store. 
They then used a hammer to 
smash open the glass of the gun 
case and took about 28 hand 
guns, which had an estimated 
value of $10,000, and fled out 
the back door. Three suspects 
were found and a hearing was set 
on November 22, 1993. 








Polly Klaas 

Twelve-year-old Polly Klaas was 
kidnapped from her home in 

Petaluma, California, at 10:35 PM 
on Friday, October 1, 1993. She 
had been having a slumber party at 
her house with two girlfriends, 
Gillian and Kate, when the perpe- 
trator entered through her bedroom 
window, bound and gagged the three 
girls, and left with Polly. 

Since that time, the Polly Klaas 
Center was formed to help locate 
Polly and return her safely to her 
parents. On the two-week anniver- 
sary of her disappearance, actress 
Wynonna Ryder, a Petaluma na- 
tive, donated $200,000 to the cause. 
The center has since distributed 
more than eight million flyers 
around the world with Polly’s pic- 
ture and a police sketch of the ab- 
ductor. 

Exactly two months after the kid- 
napping, a suspect was apprehended 
and held in Sonoma County Jail at 
Santa Rosa. Richard Allen Davis, 
39, was arrested on December 1 st at 
the Coyote Valley Indian Reserva- 
tion about 8 miles north of Ukiah. 
Davis was living illegally along with 
his sister and brother-in-law when 
the police picked him up for a pa- 
role violation. 

He was granted parole on June 27 
after serving eight years of a 1 6 year 



sentence. Davis' criminal record 
also contained two kidnapping con- 
victions as well as various other of- 
fenses that total 2 1 arrests in the Bay 
Area. 

Polly’s two friends looked at Davis 
in a line up and identified him on 
two separate occasions. Also, on the 
night of Polly’s abduction a 
homeowner reported someone with 
Davis’ description trespassing on 
his property. The police were called 
and they questioned Davis for 30 
minutes and helped him to hoist his 
car out of the ditch where he crashed. 
They let him go. 

The FBI released information about 
a palm print matching that of Rich- 
ard Allen Davis found in Polly s 
bedroom the night of the kidnap- 
ping. This as well as other physical 
evidence (such as clothing and per- 
sonal items) have given police infor- 
mation that points to Davis, but it 
was not until December 4 that the 
whereabouts of Polly Klaas were 
finally known. From the informa- 
tion Davis gave, the police were able 
to locate the body of Polly Klaas by 
an abandoned lumber mill near 
Cloverdale, CA. Davis has since 
been booked on charges of murder 
and kidnapping though no motive 
for the crime has been found. 

The latest reports state that Davis 
has in fact confessed to the crime. -

First CMF Escapee In A Decade

Twenty-five year old Damon 
Washington escaped from 
Vacaville’s Correctional Medical 
Facility on November 2, 1993. 

He had been in the exercise yard 
and wasn’t pronounced missing 
until 9 PM. Damon had climbed 
at least 4 fences with barbed wire 
undetected. In the neighborhood 
adjacent to the prison three short 
horn blasts alerted people of an 
escape. Then, about 9: 1 0 PM, an 
82 year old woman called the po- 
lice reporting that a man with 
Washington’s description broke 
into her house demanding money 
and keys. When she told him she 
wouldn't give him either, he got 
flustered and left out the window 
he came in through. Police found 
prison-style shoes outside her 
home. The police also reported 
that this brave woman wanted to 
“hit him over the head’’ with her 
cane. Washington was reported 



Drive, Peabody, and Davis Street. 
A police helicopter apparently saw 
him near Will C. Wood High 
School, but he ran through some 
apartments, and they lost him. 
Washington managed to steal a 
1 99 1 Corolla from the Markham 
Area along with some Reebok 

shoes and clothes. 

At 3:55 Sunday afternoon, 
Damon Washington was arrested 
in San Francisco for petty theft as 
he was trying to steal a cassette 
tape from a record store. Wash- 
ington gave a false name at the San 
Francisco County Jail and said he 
needed to use the bathroom when 
asked to be fingerprinted. He 
then struck an officer and ti ied to 
escape, but didn t succeed, and 
was later identified as the missing 
prisoner from Vacaville. Damon 
Washington now faces charges of 
resisting arrest, battery of an of- 
ficer, petty theft, and escape. 



Three Strikes 

Inspired by the Polly Klaas case, 
politicians finally decided to get 
tough on crime. The new “Three 
Strikes” bill will cover 500 felo- 
nies, 27 of which are violent. 
On their third offense felons 
face 25 years up to life in prison. 
The bill doubles terms for sec- 
ond time felons. In early March, 
Governor Wilson signed the bill 
but not without criticism. Ironi- 
cally the bills biggest critic was 
Marc Klass, the father of kid- 
napped victim Polly Klass. He

claimed the bill was not hard 
enough on criminals and wanted 
a stronger bill proposed by Ri- 
chard Rainey, a former sheriff 
for Contra Costa County Un- 
der Rainey’s bill first time felons 
would receive 1 0 years instead 
of 5 years under the Three Strikes 
bill. Other complaints claimed 
that the bill would put limits on 
the death penalty, and would 
cost millions of dollars to build 
new prisons.
